‘ b—Feed, which must be automatic and reg- 

ular, This is a, most essential feature and 
must be put into the boiler in a regular stream, 
as any interruption ‘in the feed, supply would 
cause the separator or top drum which supplies 
the water for the tubes to soon become empty, 
and the tubes not getting their proper Supply 

_ would burn away with the intense heat.of the 
forced fires, you will sce by sketch No, 2 an 
‘ arrangement of'automatic feed valve. 

c—Facility for cleaning the tubes—which in 
this boiler is done by passing brushes or 
Scrapers, on-the outside of the tubes and having

which the inside of the tubes can becleaned 
and examined ;.the tubes are large enough to | 
allow a light to be passed through them, thus

Then’ again with regard"to-the weight of the” 
water tube boilet and. the pressure carried, you 
will all, I think, agre’, that 180 to 200 Ibs. pee 
Square inch is about as far-as wo can go in the

the thicknéss of plates that would be required 
for the extra pressure of say, 350 Ibs. per square

When the cylindrical boiler is designed in 
accordance with the Board of Trade rules the 
difference.is more marked, for here the double- 
ended boiler is such that the total weight-per 
I.U.P; is 149 Ibs. when the working pressure is 
16o-Jh., and as much as 196 Ibs, when it is 210 
lbs. pressure.

The: Helleville boiler consists of a top cyclin- 
der of steam collector, and lower water cham- 
ber or feed. collector, with a series of straight 
zigzigged-tubes, these tubes being about 4h” 
external diameter, and are termed the gener- 
ating tubes, they are arranged in vertical groups, 
technically termed elements, and each element 
takes the form of a flattened spiral,.so that 
there is a continual ascent from the 
feed ‘collector to the steam. collector; it 
is uswal in this type: of boiler for cach 
clement to. contain zo straight tubcs of the 
diameter before mentioned; about 7° 6" in 
length, the ends of the tubes being connected 
by being screwedinto mallcable cast-iron boxes,

“| may now ‘point out that it is essential in

required is that the water, level in the gauge 
glass should be automatically kept higher at 
higher rates ‘of evaporation. By the present 
arrangement ; this isdone by removing weights 
from the automatic feed regulator when work- 
ing at high rates of evaporation and replacing 
them on slowing down, cach weight equaling- 
L” of waterin the gauge glass. The working 
pressure with the Belleville boiler is usually 
about so lbs. per square inch above the working 
ressure atthe engine, which makes the latter 
independent of any fluctuations of steam: pres- 
sure that may occur at the boiler and as the 
uantity of water contained is small and also 
the steam space being small, such fluctuations 
are more liable to occur than With the cyclin- 
drical boiler; this arranged difference of pres- |, 
gure also allows for the reduction of about 1o¢ 
Ibs, per square inch due to wire drawing at the 
boiler orificies when working at full power and 
also for the necessary friction inthe pipes that 
must take place dn its way,to the engines, and 
this brings us naw to the reducing valve which 
must ‘be used ‘so. that the pressure at the 
engines will be constant. I may say that the 
reducing Valve ‘is not an indispensable feature, 
and 43,50 far, mainly used in large engines. 
Sketch No. 5 shows a reducing valve, ' 
A recent fitting, which has considerably 
‘reduced boiler roum area and ‘increased the 
economical. evaporative power, is the economi+ 
ser, which is really a feed waler heater, placed 
in the uptakeand shown on sketch No. 1. This 
is similarily constructed to the main boiler, but j 
with 2}” diameter tubes, the feed water passes 
in at tlie bottom.and out at the top; thence to 
the steam collector, “Belleville” as well as all, 
other water tube boilers are fitted with’ self 
acting closing door to the, ash pits, and fire 
extinguishers in the event of any tubes burst: |, 
ing.

Mr C, W. Campbell, of 8.0.i1's Consular

visited the disturbed distriot, where the murder 
was committed.
